I have a lot of respect for Fred and feel that the members 
of Andy Andrews' Subcommittee would benefit a great deal 
from a briefing by him before they make their decision 
with respect to what they are going to recommend to Judge 
Clark and the President. I am hopeful that you will make 
him available for such a briefing. 

All of n\y Committee members have Top Secret clearance but 
this briefing would be on a non-attributable basis so that 
anything Fred said to us (and I will be there) would not 
be made public in any subsequent communication.
